They can not 
now under existing laws be held 
liable for unavoidable occurrences. It must be 


ad mitted, however, that thereis room tor abuse 
in the inspection of vessels and the licensing 
of their oflicers. But how improve upon this 
ainless the entire enactment intended to gov- 
ern these matters be repeated, placing boats 
and officers upon their real merits. As it is- 
old and unsafe vessels may be forced upon the 
public, and officers thrust into positions they 
are unfit tor. It is amusing to see the employes 
urging their pet schbewe as an amendment 
to the bill.

Mr. H. R. Helper will be remembered as 
the author of ‘*The Impending Crisis,’’ a 
book that made it appearance just before the 
war, and which created somewhat of a sensa- 
tion at the time. Mr. Helper is now 
quite an old man and has come to pass his 
declining years in St. Lonis. He has turned 
his attention to commercial matters and is an 
enthusiast on the subject of building a rail- 
road from - North America to South 
America. So deeply interested ~ jis 
he in the scheme that he has 
offered cash prizesto the amount of $5,000 
for five of the best essays. 1n prose and poet- 
ry, on the subject.

The letter was responded to by Messrs. Al- 
len, Harris and Greeley towards the last of 
September. They acknowledged the receipt of 
the certified check for $5,000 and accepted sne 
trust, as will be seeninthe following extract 
irom their letter: 

*‘*We have maturely considered the sub- 
stantial and business-like contents and bear- 
ing of your communication; and, holding in 
view the gigantic and important objects soucht 
to be accomplished, we scarcely feel at liberty 
to refuse to perform the services which you 
have so politely requested us to render in this 
connection; and we, therefore, in behalf of 
the grand enterprise itself, unreservedly ac- 
cept the commission which you have given 
us; and, hoping thereby to be able to 
contribute to the general good and advance- 
ment of our own andthe adjoining continent, 
wepsha!l! cheerfully and gratuitously perform 
all the duties, as we understand them, which 
this acceptance implies. All writings which 
may be submitted to us, in competition for 
prizes, as provided for by you, should be pre- 
puid, by mail, or by express, and addressed 
to our chairman, as follows: 

**lHion. Thomas Allen, President of the Iron 
Mountain and Southern Railway, No.1 N. 
Fifth street, St. Louis, Mo.’’ 

There can be no doubt that Mr. Helper is in 
earnest. His check for $5,000 is positive evi- 
dence on this point. Here is an excellent op- 
portunity for five enterprising young men 
to make reputation as well as money. 
The certified check is now in the possession of 
Mr. Allen, and there is no doubt that the 
prizes will be awarded as described above. 
As to the building of the rai!road—that is 
another thing. Mr. Helper proposes that it 
be called the ‘*Three Americas Railway,’’ 
because it is to extend through North, 
Central and South America. Nobody can 
deny that such a road would open up vast re- 
gions of new and rich territory: and that it 
would do an immense business, but Mr. Hel- 
per wants it to be a double track steel railway 
and one can hardly conceive of the immense 
amount of money that would be required to 
build and equip it. 

A reporter called on Mr. Carlos S. Greeley, 
this morning, and asked nim what he thought 
would come of Mr. Helper’s scheme. 

**Well,’’ said he; ‘**I consented to act as 
one of a committee in this matter with great 
reluctance, asl do not expect to hve 
to see a railroad built from 
North to South America, though such a thing 
would be ofinestimable value to the country. 
Mr. Helper insisted so much that finally I 
consented. There is no doubt of Helper’s 
earnestness. He has put up his money, and 
itis now inthe hands of Mr. Allen. It will 
be paid out just as Mr. “Helper bas 
requested. I donot know that any competi- 
tors have entered forthe prizes, but I sup- 
pose there will be plenty of them, and that 
the committee will have a big task in making 
the proper awards. 

Mr. Helper is row in New York 
on a visit and will not return’ to 
St. Louis for some time. He has 
recently written a book called “Oddments of 
Andean Diplomacy.’’ which contains bis 
letter to Messrs. Allen. Greeley and Harris, 
and their reply, with many other things 
equally interesting.
